AUTHORITIES AT WASHINGTON 
“ EXPLAIN LANDING. 


— — — 


Sailors Withdrawn After Receipt by 
Secretary Bacon of Report from 
Charge of Affairs at Havana—Only 
Object to Protect American inter- 
ests There. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—It was of- 
ficially announced here late tonight 
that the sailors Who were landed at 
Havana from the American cruiser 
Denver have been ordered to return 
to their vessel immediately, save for 
a small guard which will be left at the 
American Legation. This action fol- 
lowed th ereceipt of an official report 
by acting Secretary of State Bacon 


dom ing the landing. — 


The report was not made public, but 
it was announced officially shortly aft- 
erward that the sailors were landed 
from the Denver solely for the protec- 
tion of the lives of American citi- 
zens. 

There was no intention, it was 
stated, to do otherwise than to safe 
guard American inhabitants, and the 
services of the sailors were to be uti- 
lized only in case of disorders within 
the city which threatened such inhab- 
tants. That the landing in any way 
contemplated the protection of either 
the Cuban government or the insur- 


ficially, and it was pointed out that 
this fact could mot be emphasized 
more strongly. 

The landing of 120 of the bluejackets 
of the American protected cruiser Den- 
ver on Cuban soil and their camping 
in front of President Palma's palace 
in Havana tonight caused the most 
profound interest here. 

It was stated on official authority 
that the instructions to the Ameri- 
can officials were such that the armed 
force would not have been sent ashore 
from the Denver upon the initiative of 
the naval commander, but only on a 
request coming through Mr. Sleeper, 
the American Charge d’Affaires, who 
perhaps is better acquainted with the 
Internal situation in the island than 
any naval officer.

Organizer of Glittering Companies 
With Dummy Directors Has Left 
Town—‘‘Get-Rich-Quick’’ Syndi- 
cate Stores—Charges Filed. 


N THE charge of fraud in the

Throughout the 
whole document there is a breezy air 
of almost impudent assurance, which 
gives the impression that the heaviest 
talking points of the proposition are to 
be found in the array of names which 
graces its front page. 

PRETENTIOUS SUITE HERE. 


Fred P. Barrett, who at present is 
in Santa Barbara, ostensibly starting 
one of the syndicate’s numerous 
“stores,” is sald to be the head of the 
Los Angeles end of the concern. The 
offices occupied here are a suite on 
the fourth floor of the Lankershim 
building, fillea for the most part with 
stenogrephers busily engaged in get- 
ting cut circular letters and mailing 
rospectuses. 

* the inner offices sits J. Kugeler, 
rotund and centented iooking, «miling 
suavely behind the dazzling. rays of a 
diamond headiligat in his 
shirt front, and J. Wood, who car- 
ries the title of manager of the New 
York office. 

Representatives of the syndicate say 
that the first stores of their formidable 
chain is to de opened about November 
16 in a dullding at Nos. 529-531 South 
Broadway. Ali of their literature and 
advertising carry this number, and 
give the impressicn that the store is 
already established and doing business, 
which it is not. 

NAME SELLS THE STOCK. 

On the strength of carrying the 
name and tacit indorsement of so high 
an official as the Treasurer of the 
State, the sale of the stock of the 
company has been rapid, and investors 
have little questioned the methods or 
the personnel of the active working 
neads of the organization. 

Outside parties who have declined to 
put their money into the proposition 
have questioned seriously the pro- 
priety of so high an official lending his 
name and support to an. enterprise 
which is untried, to say the least, and 
which, after n ore than half a year of 
collecting meney by the thousands, has 
as yet given its investors nothing to 
show for their outlay.

EATTLE’S SOUNDNESS. 

By its decisive vote against mu- 
nicipal ownership of its street rail- 
roads the city of Seattle has proved 
that it is sane and sound as to this 


tous financial lots to the taxpayers? 
This was the proposition that was 
voted down, not by a tremendous ma- 
jority, as it should have been, but by 
@ meager plurality, only just about 


ditions. Not all municipal ownership 
schemes are as feasible and sensible 
as our own ificent waterworks 
undertaking, which is a sure winner, 
as well as a necessity. This Seattle 
contest was a very heated one, and 
had in its favor the fact that the pres- 
ent city government was elected last 
spring upon the general issue of mu- 
nicipal ownership. The proposition 
for committing the eity to the con- 
struction of a street railroad system 
was vicious in the extreme, and on 
the face of it showed its origin to 
have been the same as some of the 
iniquitous labor movements that have 
already done so much damage to the 
prosperity of the general public. 

The plan did not include the ac- 
quirement of the present street rail- 
road system, but it Was for the con- 
struction of a new and competing sys- 
tem that would have overloaded the 
streets with trackage, and eompelled 
the operation of the two railroads at 
a loss. It was not a profit-paying en- 
terprise like our Owens River water 
project. In fact, it so nearly meant 
the financial ruin of the city that not 
a single bid could be obtained for a 
half million of bonds voted some time 
ago for the development of a park 
system, although the bonds are to 
bear 4 per cent. interest. One bank- 
ing firm with whom correspondence 
was had frankly stated that the mu- 
nicipal railroad proposition influenced 
thelr negative action, “as a very large 
addition to the debt of the city would 
affect its borrowing capacity.” But 
notwithstanding this advance notice 
that no further bond issues, no mat- 
ter for what purpose, would be taken 
by any banking houses if the city 
should .decide to go into the street 
railroad business, there was so much 
doubt about the result of the election 
that the business men and large prop- 
erty owners of the city felt it neces- 
sary to spend a portion of election day 
in work calculated to defeat the prop- 
osition. And yet no objection was 
made to the issuing of bonds for 
doubling the capacity of the water 
works of the city and for a loan of 
$500,000 for the construction of a 
canal to connect Puget Sound with 
Lakes Washington and Union. 

Theee facts show that the contest 
was not against any increase of the 
city’s debt, but it was against the 
city going into an enterprise that ex- 
perience has shown can be better han- 
died by private corporations. No 
street railroads in this country are 
making more than common interest 
on their securities, notwithstanding 
the fact that they are almost univer- 
sally charged with operating the 
smallest number of cars possible to 
accommodate the public, and with be- 
ing conservative in expenditures for 
the extension of trackage. How then 
could Seattle, with already 100 miles 
of street railroad trackage operated 
by a private company, expect to — 
struct an entirely new street railroad | 
system, giving, as Was proposed, more | 
mileage per 1000 persons than the 
present corporation does, and operate 


the same at anything but a tremen- 


radical departure from present con- ) Sufficient to prove that the people are 
not at present ready to go into the 


street railroad business. It is to be 
regretted that this was so, as the 
proposition will undoubtedly make its 
appearance in some new form in the 
next municipal election, and will con- 
tinue to be a financial menace to the 
city. 

The whole situation shows how 
closely the irresponsible vote of our 
cities balances that of the business 
men and property owners, whose in- 
vestments make the prosperity of the 
city. The Seattle programme was in ac- 
cord with the union-labor movements 
that have for their purpose the em- 
ployment of only union labor and as 
many holders of a union card as dan 
be foisted upon the employers by the 
arbitrary rules of the union domina: 
ing the men. This movement precludes 
the old-time good feeling between em- 
ployer and employé, when the latter 
recognized that his employer could not 
remain in that position unless he 
could so manage his affairs as to make 
a reasonable profit upon his undertak- 
ing. Now the number of men to be 
employed, the wages to be paid, and 
the number of hours to be worked are 
to be dictated to a city by the 
unions, which are dominated by non- 
property owners, and who have no 
further interest in the prosperity of 
the city than the amount of wages 
that can be secured for the least num- 
ber of hours’ work. To such people 
the construction and operation of a 
municipal street railroad would te 
the opportunity for exerting every 
possible endeayor to keep in its em- 
ploy the largest possible number of 
men at the highest wages possible, 
with the least number of bours for a 
days work. Seattle is to be congrat- 
ulated for having thrown down the 
labor octopus for the present, with the 
hope that at the next attack it may be 
throttled for evermore. 


ARING FOR THE AGED. 

That portion of the great mass of 
readers in this community which ha- 
bitually scans the news every day to 
find the good that is done in the world, 
must often be pleased to note how 
well the aged are cared for in and 
about Los Angeles. 

Perhaps this city is exceptional in 
its devotion to old people. Visitors to 
Boyle Heights are always impressed 
with that noble charity, the Hollen- 
beck Home, which rears its stately 
and sheltering roof over so many old 
sad infirm persons who, though with- 
out kith and kin to care for them, find 
a haven of comfort, peace and plenty. 
As one travels South Main street the 
temporary quarters of the Little Sis- 
ters of the Poor are seen, and it ts a 
study to gaze upon the gray 
folk there who are 80 tenderly 
watched and tended. There are 
also other shelters and other ways 
by which the aged are looked 
after in our midst, not to speak ot 
many an instance of a private and per- 
sonal character that never becomes | 
public.
